I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Legislature  my  Report 
for  the  year  ending  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  January, 
1878. 

The  number  of  applications  for  requisitions  upon  the  Ex- 
ecutives of  sister  States,  for  the- rendition  of  fugitives  from 
justice,  has  been  twenty-nine  ;  the  number  granted  for  thirty- 
one  persons,  twenty-seven;  the  number,  refused,  two;  the 
number  of  criminals  reported  as  returned  for  trial  under 
requisitions,  twenty-six. 

The  whole  expense  to  the  Commonwealth  incurred  in  the 
return  of  fugitives  from  justice,  as  appears  in  the  accounts 
of  the  Auditor,  is  $2,751.46. 

The  number  of  requisitions  from  other  States,  upon  the 
Executive  of  this  Commonwealth,  has  been  fifteen  ;  the  num- 
ber complied  with,  fourteen ;  the  number  refused,  one. 

The  whole  number  of  cases  in  the  courts  of  the  Common- 
wealth, which  have  required  my  personal  attention,  is  207, 
classified  as  follows :  —

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The  whole  number  of  new  claims  left  in  this  office  by  the 
treasurer  for  collection  is  sixty-one,  and  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  corporations,  twenty-eight.  The  number  collected 
by  suit  or  information,  fourteen ;  the  number  collected  with- 
out suit,  sixty-four,  and  the  number  remaining  uncollected, 
eleven.  The  amount  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  trea- 
surer by  this  office  is  seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-eight dollars  and  twenty  cents  ($7,878.20). 

I  have,  during  the  year,  attended  personally  to  the  conduct 
and  disposition  of  the  following  indictments  for  murder  in 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court:  — 

In  the  County  of  Berkshire. 

1.  An  indictment  against  Charles  Wood  for  the  murder  of 
Hannah  Maria  Hazard,  with  an  axe.  This  indictment  was 
returned  by  the  grand  jury  at  the  January  term  of  the  Su- 
perior Court,  1877,  and  the  defendant  was  put  upon  his  trial 
before  Justices  Colt  and  Morton  on  the  6th  of  February 
following.  The  jury  found  the  defendant  guilty  of  murder 
in  the  second  degree,  and  he  was  sentenced  to  the  State 
Prison  for  life,  one  day  solitary  confinement. 

2.  An  indictment  returned  against  the  defendant  at  the 
October  term,  1876,  for  the  same  offence,  was  nol.  pros' 'd. 
Messrs.  H.  C.  Joyner  and  W.  C.  Spaulding,  Esquires,  con- 
ducted the  defence,  and  Mr.  District-Attorney  E.  H.  Lathrop 
assisted  me  in  the  prosecution. 

In  the  County  of  Bristol. 

3.  An  indictment  against  Thomas  Fitzgerald,  for  the  mur- 
der of  his  wife  by  stabbing  with  a  knife.  This  indictment 
was  returned  by  the  grand  jury  at  the  September  term, 
and  the  defendant  was  put  upon  his  trial,  before  Justices 
Morton  and  Endicott,  on  the  fifth  day  of  December.  The 
jury  rendered  a  verdict  of  guilty  of  murder  in  the  second 
degree,  and  Fitzgerald  was  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for 
life,  one  day  solitary.  James  Brown  and  H.  M.  Braly, 
Esquires,  conducted  the  defence,  and  District-Attorney  Mars- 
ton  assisted  me  in  the  prosecution. 
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In  the  County  of  Essex. 

4.  An  indictment  against  Albert  Joy,  for  the  murder  of 
Charles  Gilman  by  drowning.  This  indictment  was  returned 
by  the  grand  jury  at  the  May  term  of  the  Superior  Court. 
The  defendant  was  put  upon  his  trial  at  Salem,  before  Jus- 
tices Morton  and  Lord,  on  the  ninth  day  of  July.  The  jury 
found  the  defendant  guilty  of  murder  in  the  first  degree,  and 
he  was  sentenced  to  be  executed.  His  sentence  was  subse- 
quently commuted  by  the  Governor  and  Council  to  imprison- 
ment for  life.  Messrs.  Wm.  D.  Northend  and  H.  W.  Woods, 
Esquires,  conducted  the  defence,  and  Mr.  District- Attorney 
E.  J.  Sherman  assisted  me  in  the  prosecution. 

In  the  County  of  Hampshire. 

5.  An  indictment  against  Jared  Wheeler,  for  the  murder 
of  Harriet  Wheeler.  This  indictment  was  received  at  my 
office  on  the  18th  of  June  last,  and  the  defendant  was  put 
on  his  trial,  before  Mr.  Chief  Justice  Gray  and  Mr.  Justice 
Soule,  on  the  20th  of  September.  The  jury  returned  a  ver- 
dict of  not  guilty,  and  the  defendant  was  discharged  without 
day.  The  Messrs.  Bond  Brothers  of  Northampton  con- 
ducted the  defence,  and  Mr.  District-Attorney  S.  T.  Fields 
was  associated  with  me  in  the  prosecution. 

In  the  County  of  Middlesex. 

6.  An  indictment  against  Lucy  Ann  Mank,  otherwise 
called  Lula  A.  Martin,  for  the  murder  of  Charles  Richer  by 
shooting  with  a  pistol.  This  indictment  was  returned  by  the 
grand  jury  at  the  October  term  of  the  Superior  Court,  1876, 
and  the  defendant  was  put  upon  her  trial  on  the  28th  of  May 
last,  before  Justices  Ames  and  Morton ;  the  trial  having 
been  postponed  at  her  request.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict 
of  guilty  of  manslaughter. 

Exceptions  were  taken  by  the  counsel  for  the  defendant  to 
the  rulings  of  the  court,  which  were  argued  at  the  November 
term  and  overruled,  and  the  defendant  was  sentenced  to  im- 
prisonment in  the  House  of  Correction  for  the  term  of  nine 
years.  She  has  since  been  removed  to  the  Reformatory 
Prison  for  Women  at  Sherborn.  Messrs.  Wm.  B.  Gale  and 
W.  H.  Bent,  Esquires,  conducted  the  defence,  and  District- 
Attorney  George  Stevens  assisted  me  in  the  prosecution. 
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In  the  County  of  Norfolk. 

7  and  8.  An  indictment  against  Emory  Williams  Shaw, 
for  the  murder  of  Simeon  Smith  by  shooting  with  a  gun. 
The  first  indictment  was  returned  by  the  grand  jury  at  the 
April  term  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  the  defendant  pleaded 
in  abatement  that  he  was  misnamed.  A  second  indictment 
was  therefore  returned  against  him  at  the  September  term. 
Upon  an  examination  of  the  facts,  I  became  satisfied  that 
Shaw  ought  not  to  be  put  upon  trial,  and  he  was  therefore 
discharged  upon  his  own  recognizance. 

9.  An  indictment  against  Michael  Murphy  for  the  murder 
of  William  Appleton,  by  shooting  with  a  pistol.  This  indict- 
ment was  returned  by  the  grand  jury,  at  the  December 
term  of  the  Superior  Court.  The  prisoner  was  arraigned  on 
the  24th  of  December  last,  and  pleaded  guilty  of  murder  in 
the  second  degree ;  which  plea  I  accepted,  and  he  will  be 
sentenced  at  the  next  term  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 
Messrs.  John  D.  Long  and  J.  E.  Tirrill,  Esquires,  counsel  for- 
th e  prisoner. 

In  the  County  of  Suffolk. 

10.  An  indictment  against  Gottfreid  Zeigler  for  the  mur- 
der of  Samuel  Kull,  by  blows  upon  the  head  with  an  axe. 
This  indictment  was  returned  by  the  grand  jury  at  the 
May  term  of  the  Superior  Court;  and  on  the  twenty-fourth 
day  of  July  I  accepted  a  plea  of  guilty  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree,  and  the  prisoner  was  sentenced  to  imprison- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  for  life,  one  day  solitary.  Darwin 
E.  Ware  and  Henry  F.  Buswell,  Esquires,  counsel  for  the 
defence. 

11.  An  indictment  against  Lizzie  M.  Sullivan,  for  the  mur- 
der of  her  bastard  infant.  This  indictment  was  returned  by 
the  grand  jury,  at  the  July  term  of  the  Superior  Court.  On 
the  eighteenth  day  of  December  I  accepted  a  plea  of  guilty 
of  manslaughter,  and  she  was  sentenced  to  the  House  of 
Correction  for  the  term  of  five  years.  She  has  since  been 
removed  to  the  Reformatory  Prison  for  Women  at  Sherborn. 
Heman  W.  Chaplin  and  George  E.  Smith,  Esquires,  counsel 
for  the  prisoner. 

12.  An  indictment  against  Peter  Maloney,  for  the  murder 
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of  Bridget  Frances  Keneaky,  by  stabbing  with  a  knife.  This 
indictment  was  returned  by  the  grand  jury,  at  the  December 
term  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  is  still  pending. 

In  the  County  of  Worcester. 
13.  An  indictment  against  William  Spakeman,  for  the 
murder  of  Elizabeth  Spakeman,  by  blows  with  an  axe.  This 
indictment  was  returned  by  the  grand  jury  at  the  May  term. 
The  defendant  was  put  upon  his  trial  before  Justices  Colt 
and  Ames,  on  the  10th  of  October,  and  the  trial  occupied 
three  days.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  not  guilty  by 
reason  of  insanity,  and  the  prisoner  was  committed  to  the 
Lunatic  Hospital  at  Taunton  for  life.  William  B.  Harding 
and  Edward  F.  Harris,  Esquires,  were  counsel  for  the  pris- 
oner, and  Mr.  District-Attorney  H.  B.  Staples  assisted  me  in 
the  prosecution. 

In  prosecutions  for  embezzlement,  under  our  statutes,  it 
oftentimes  becomes  a  matter  of  great  difficulty  to  ascertain 
and  prove  the  county  in  which  the  offence  was  committed. 
This  is  especially  true  in  the  case  of  the  agents  of  railroad 
corporations,  express  companies,  and  parties  who  travel 
greater  or  less  distances  with  the  property  of  their  employers 
in  their  possession  (or  collect  it  in  different  counties  on  their 
business  routes),  which  they  are  subsequently  charged  with 
'converting  to  their  own  use. 

I  beg  leave  to  suggest  an  amendment  to  the  statutes  which 
shall  provide,  that  in  all  prosecutions  for  embezzlement,  the 
party  may  be  indicted  and  tried  in  any  county  in  which  it 
shall  be  made  to  appear  he  was  in  possession  of  the  property 
for  the  embezzlement  of  which  he  stands  charged. 

It  seems  to  me  such  an  amendment  would  not  prejudice  a 
defendant ;  that  it  would  harmonize  the  law  of  embezzle- 
ment with  the  law  of  larceny,  and  would  enable  the  govern- 
ment more  successfully  to  enforce  the  law  upon  this  subject. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  law  relating  to  receivers  of 
stolen  property  should  be  so  amended  as  to  make  it  certain 
that  such  a  receiver  shall  be  held  responsible  if  he  receives 
such  property,  whether  stolen  without  or  within  the  limits  of 
this  Commonwealth.  The  amount  of  property  in  the  shape 
of  bonds,  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  which  are  the  subject 
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of  larceny,  is  so  great  as  to  be  almost  inconceivable,  while 
the  facilities  of  intercommunication  are  such,  between  the 
States,  that  a  thief  rarely  disposes  of  his  plunder  within  the 
limits  of  the  State  in  which  the  larceny  was  committed.  It 
seems  to  me  that  a  provision  of  law,  reciprocal  between  the 
States  of  the  Union,  upon  this  subject,  is  imperatively  de- 
manded ;  and  I  recommend  that  the  Legislature  should  pass 
such  a  statute,  which  would  undoubtedly  be  adopted  by  the 
other  States. 

The  case  of  Joseph  T.  Barry,  in  error,  v.  the  Common- 
wealth, which  was  determined  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
on  the  12th  of  September,  1874,  and  was  thence  removed  by 
Barry  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  by  writ  of 
error,  was  decided  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  in  Novem- 
ber last,  and  Barry  is  now  serving  out  his  sentence. 

The  case  of  the  Boston  Beer  Company,  in  error,  v.  the 
Commonwealth,  which  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  on  the  30th  June,  1874,  and  thence  taken  by  the  com- 
pany to  the.  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  by  writ  of 
error,  is  still  pending.  A  motion  made  by  me  to  advance  the 
cause  upon  the  docket  was  denied,  upon  the  ground  that  it  was 
not  a  criminal  case.  I  hope  it  will  be  reached  and  disposed 
of  at  the  present  term  of  the  court,  probably  in  April  next. 

A  final  decree  has  been  entered  in  the  suit  which  has  long 
been  pending  under  Stat.  1871,  chap.  294,  to  determine  the 
boundary  lines  of  the  land  and  flats  of  the  Commonwealth 
adjoining  the  State  Prison  in  Charlestown.  The  determina- 
tion of  these  boundaries  has  been  attended  with  much  diffi- 
culty, the  original  lines  of  high  and  low  water  mark  in  the 
vicinity  having  been  obliterated  for  many  years,  and  the  pecu- 
liar formation  of  the  cove  or  creek  which  formerly  extended  in 
a  north-easterly  direction  between  Lynde's  Point,  which  is  now 
a  part  of  the  State  Prison  lands  and  the  burial  hill,  making 
the  ordinary  rules  for  the  division  of  flats  inapplicable  to  it. 
The  first  report  of  the  commissioners  appointed  in  this  cause, 
Messrs.  George  F.  Choate,  George  M.  Brooks,  and  Uriel  H. 
Crocker,  adopted  a  system  for  the  division  of  these  flats 
which'  was  novel  in  its  principles,  and  awarded  to  the  Com- 
monwealth a  much  smaller  portion  of  the  cove  than  that  to 
which  it  had  claimed  title.     Exceptions  to  this  report  were 
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filed  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  which  were  sustained 
by  the  Chief  Justice,  and  boundaries  which  are  much  more 
favorable  to  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  have  now 
been  established  by  the  commissioners  under  the  direction  of 
the  court. 

The  amended^  report  of  the  commissioners  has  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  court*,  and  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  statute  under 
which  the  commissioners  were  appointed,  and  is  made  by 
this  statute  final  and  binding  upon  the  Commonwealth  and 
the  other  parties  to  the  proceedings. 

I  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  provision  of  law  requiring  judges  of  probate  courts 
to  make  returns  of  the  criminal  cases  pending  before  them 
each  year,  and  respectfully  ask  that  this  inadvertence  on  the 
part  of  a  former  Legislature  may  be  corrected  by  appropriate 
legislation. 

Of  the  insurance  companies  made  insolvent  by  the  great 
fire  in  Boston  in  1872,  final  decrees  have  been  entered  in  four 
since  my  last  report ;  making  sixteen  in  all  which  have  been 
finally  settled  up  by  the  receivers,  and  leaving  thirteen  still 
pending. 

Three  new  companies  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  in- 
solvent insurance  companies  during  the  year;  namely,  the 
Builders'  Insurance  Company  in  Boston,  the  Conway  Mutual 
at  Conway,  and  the  Northampton  Insurance  Company  at 
Northampton. 

Of  the  savings  banks,  the  following  are  in  the  hands  of 
receivers ;  to  wit,  the  Lancaster  Savings  Bank  at  Lancaster, 
the  Mechanics'  Savings  Bank  and  the  West  Boston  Savings 
Bank  at  Boston,  and  the  North  Bridgewater  Savings  Bank 
at  Brockton. 

The  following  are  under  temporary  injunction :  the  Sand- 
wich Savings  Bank  at  Sandwich,  the  Barnstable  Savings 
Bank  at  Barnstable,  the  Hyannis  Savings  Bank  at  Hyannis, 
the  Taunton  Savings  Bank  at  Taunton,  and  the  Woburn  Sav- 
ings Bank  at  Woburn. 

Upon  the  relation  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners,  under 
chapter  219  of  the  Acts  of  1877,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  enforce 
the  Provisions  of  Chapter  303  of  the  Acts  of  the  Year  1871," 
in  relation  to  Green  Harbor  Marsh  in  Marshfield,  I  have  pre- 
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pared  an  information  which  is  not  yet  filed.  No  appropria- 
tion was  made  by  the  Legislature,  that  I  am  aware  of,  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  this  litigation,  unless  it  is  to  be  found 
in  the  appropriation  for  the  compensation  and  expenses  of 
the  Harbor  Commissioners,  of  which  I  am  not  advised. 

The  sum  of  $113.85  has  been  expended  under  the  provis- 
ions of  chapter  14,  section  24,  of  the  General  Statutes,  for 
the  contingent  expenses  of  civil  actions. 

Tables  are  herewith  transmitted,  which  show  the  details  of 
all  the  cases  which  have  been  under  m}r  charge  during  the 
year.
